1. Short title and commencement(1) These rules may 
be called the Central Dental (Health) Service Recruitment 
Rules. 1979. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi¬ 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application:—^These rules shall apply to the posts as 
specified in Column 1 of the Schedule annexed hereto, 

3. Number, classification and scale of pay:—The number 
of the posts, their classification and the scale of pay attached 
thereto, shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the said 
Schedule, 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other (Qualifica¬ 
tions ;—The method of recruitment, age limit, qnaliflcaiions 
and other matters connected therewith shall be as specified 
in column 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 


5. Disqualification ;—No person,— 

(a) Who has entered into oi contracted a marriage with

Provided that the Central Government may, it satisfied 
that such a marriage is peimissible under the peisonal law 
applicable to such peiso. _nd the other party to the marriage 
and that there arc other grounds foi so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 

6 . Power to relax .—Where the Central Government is of

G.S.It. 513—In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President here¬ 
by makes the following rules regulating the method of re¬ 
cruitment to the post of Cinematographer at the Forest Re¬ 
search Institute and Colleges, Dchra Dun, nemely:— 

1. (11 Short title and commencement.—These rules may be 
called the Forest Research Institute and Colleges, Dhera Dun 
(Cinematographer) Recruitment Rules, 1979. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi¬ 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number, classification and scale of pay.—The number 
of the said post, its classification and the scale of pay attached 
thereto shall be as specified In columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule 
annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifications 
etc.—The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and 
other matters relating to the said post shdl be as specified In 
columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 


4. Disqualification.—No person,— 

(a) who has entered Into or contracted a marriage with 

a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or con¬ 

tracted a marriage with any person, shall be eligible 
for appointment to the post: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable 
to such person gnd the other party to the marriage and that 
there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person frdm 
the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax,—Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that It (s necessary or expedient so to do, it may by 
order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, and in consul¬ 
tation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class oi 
category of persons. 

6 . Saving.—Nothing in ftese rules shall affect reservations 
and other concessions rcqhired to be provdied for the Sched¬ 
uled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories 
of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central 
Government from time to time in this regard.

G.S.R. 516,—In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 9A of the Aircraft Act, 1934 (22 of 1934), the 
Central Oovcinment, being of opinion that it is necessary 
and expe^ent so to do for the safety of aucraft operaiions, 
hereby direct that— 

(i) no building or structure shall be constructed or crect^, 
or no tree shall be planted, on any land within the limits 
specified in Annexure 1 to this notification in respect of 
the aerodromes listed in Annexure 111 to this notification 
and where there is any bufiding, structure or tree on such 
land, the owner or the person having control of such build- 
ing, structure or tree shall demolish such building or struc¬ 
ture or, as the case may be, cut such trees forthwith but not 
later than a period of one month from the date of publica¬ 
tion of this notification in the Official Gazette ; 

(ii) no building or structure higher than the height specifi¬ 
ed in Annexure If to the notification shall be constructed or 
erected or no tree which is likely to grow or ordinarily 
grows higher than the height specfiied in the said Annexure 
II. shall be planted, on any land within a radius of twenty 
kilometres from the aerodrome reference point (ARP) oi 
the aerodromes listed in Annexure Ill to this notification 
excluding the land covered by Annexure 1 to this notification 
and where the height of any building or structure or tree on 
such land is higher than the height specified in the said 
Annexure II, the owner or the person having control of 
such bufiding, structure, or tree shall forthwith but not later 
than a period of one month from the date of publication of 
this notification in the Official Gazette, reduce the height 
thereof so as not to exceed the specified height. 

ANNEXUREI 

The land enclosed in approach funnels of the runway with 
a maximum distance of 360 metres, measured from each 
runway and along extended centre line of the runway. 

Note 1, In this Annexure, "approach funnel” in the case 
of an instrument runway means the area in the shape of an 
Isosceles trapezium having the longer parallel side 4800 metres 
long (2400 metres on either side of the extended centre-line 
of the runway) and smaller parallel side 300 metres long 
(150 metres on either side of the extended ccntre-Iine of 
the runway) where the smaller and longer parallel sides are 
placed at a distance of 60 metres and 15060 metres, respec¬ 
tively, from the end of the runway and at right angles to 
the extended centre-line. 

Note 2. In the case of a non-instrument runway, the approach 
funnel means the area in the shape of an isosceles trapezium 
having the longer parallel side 1800 metres long (9(10 metres 
on either side of the extended centre-line of the runway) and 
smaller parallel side 180 metres long (90 metres on cither 
side of the extended centre-line of the runway), where the 
smaller and longer parallel sides are placed at a distance of 
60 metres and 6540 metres, respectively, from the end of 
tto runway and at right angles to the extended centre-line. 
Thereafter, the trapezium is followed by a contiguous rectan¬ 
gular aica of that width for the remainder of the length upto 
a distance of 15060 metres from the end of runway. 

Note 3. Ap instrument runway i^ a runway served by visual 
and non-visual aid or aids providing atloast directional gui¬ 
dance adequate for a straight-in-approach and Intended for 
the operation of aircraft using instrument approach procedures.
